NOTES OF TRAVEL. 


Scenes at Niagara Fails—The **Bas- 
ditti’’ of Hacks and Hotels—Niaga- 
ra Rirer—Buffalo Mautactures, the 
source of her Futare Greatness, 


BurralA, N. Y., 1575 

Dear News :-—When one reaches 
Niagra by moonlight, the proper 
thing to doisto visit the falls, and 
see the bewildering rush of water, 
in the truly poetical way. This we 
did, most faithfully : first the rapids, 
then the view from tue sUspension 
Bridge, but the night was unfayor- 
able and the result, disappointment. 
Butit is hardly necessary to say that 
alongand quict look at alithe 
wonders that constitute this treasury 
of sights, fully and completelg satis- 
fies. 

Your corespondent will commit no 
such folly as the attempt to describe. 
We followed the usual round of visits 
to the Rapids near the whirlpool, 
the Devil's Cave Table Rock, Goat 
Island, Luna [Island andthe Three 
Sisters. From the tower of the 
Museum on the Canadian side, the 
view is exceedingly beautiful. The 
immense masses of ice at the foot of 
the American andthe Middle Fall 
aided to the picturesque. Ifis very 
rare that such mountains of ice re- 
mainto the yery confines of June. 
The descent tothe brink of the 
Rapids is a very novel sensation, but 
as one rides in the comfortable parlor 
ofan elevator, not the least of the 
heroic can be found to expatiate upon 
—it is very different froin the toilsome 
flights of steps leading from box to 
box down that giddy height, that 
many of your readers were familiar 
with twenty years ago. 

Here aud there, on the banks hung 
the Aauilezia Canadensis (the red 
columbiue of our gardeus; aud the 
Kibes, or flowering currant. Violets 
were blooming in some _ places, 
through the rifts of rock, and on the 
way tothe Devil’s Cave, couutiess 
heads of podophyllum were peeping , 
up. The larger vegetation is that of 
the country we have seen, except 
perhaps more of Arbor Vil and 
Hemiock Spruce; occasionally we 
saw the Canadian White Yew. 

We did not neglect the opportunity 
to admire each other in oil cloth 
waterproof suits, and thus equipped, 
to go under the shvet of falling water 
to Tertmsination Ledge. Our lady 
friend making the last trip with the 
guide, outstripped the party in dar- 
ing. On inquiring of this sagacious 
indtyidual, we were assured that it 
was a way that the ladies had of 
doing—‘‘they always beats the gen- 


tlemen, sir.’ I mentally doffed my 
hat to this great student of Luman 
nature. 


It seemed to your correspondent 
that the peril at this point bad always 
been greatiy exaggerated, but it may 
have been tha’ the supreme beauty of 
the scene intoxicated the judgment 
for the time being.

In the meantime the younger 
brother recognizing the assassins, 
leaped frem the wagon and endeavo- 
red to escape, but was halted by the 
luurderers under the threat of instant 
doath, and with a pistol to his head 
Was forced to take an oath, promis- 
ing thatupon being questioned he 
would swear that the attack was 
made bya party of negroes who 
‘prung from the woods by which the 
‘pot was surrounded.

ADDRESS OF THE EXECUTIVE 
DEMOCRATIC CENTRAE COM- 
MITTEE TO THE PEOPLE OF 

NORTH CAROLINA, 

ROOMS OF THE DEMOCRATIC CoNn- 

SERVATIVE CENT’L Ex. Com., 

RALEIGH, June Ist, ’75. 
To the People of North Carolina : 

The General Assembly at its ree 
cent session called a Convention of 
the people to meet at Raleigh on the 
6th day of September next, for the 
purpose of suggesting such altera- 
tions in our organic law as may be 
deemed wise and expedient. 

NECESSITY FOR CHANGE, 

The necessity for changing many 
of the provisions of the existing Con- 
stitution is generally admitted. and is 
too apparent to require extended ar- 
gumepnt. Itis true that some of our 
prominent men at one time opposed 
the call fora convention ; but their 
xction was based on prudential con- 
sideration, and on an indisposi- 
tion to have the Constitution 
thoroughly revised. They feared that 
our purpose in seeking to reform our 
Fundamental Law, might be mis- 
construed by the violent and _ ill- 
informed men then controlling Con- 
gress, and tke prosperity of our peo- 
ple checked, and the peace of the 
State jeopardized by some barsh and 
unconstitutional action on the part 
of the United States authorities, 
That fear no longer exists. We now 
have every assurance that’ the 
Constitution of the United States wili 
be observed by the officers of the 
Government, and feel a satisfaction in 
announcing to you thatthe time has 
at last arrived when the officials at 
Washington City concede that the 
pecple of North Carolina have the 
same right to manage their local 
concerns which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. Wevan proceed with- 
out apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it in ithe 
interests of our people. 

THE CONSTITUTION, THE CREATURE 
OF MILITARY LAW. 

This Constitution, the creature of 
Military dictation, was born in the 
throes of a Military  reconstruc- 
tion. Its authors were mainly 
Seiolists and adventurers, who had 
lived among us without preferment, 
or possessed of qualifictions entitling 
them to it; others Were our recent 
slaves, who had known no law save 
the will of their masters, and others 
still were carpet-bayggers, both black 
and white—ahen in feeling and 
Radieal in education—who sought 
positions here that were denied them 
where known—to despoil and hu- 
miliateus. And when their work 
was submitted to the people at the 
polis, thousands of our best citizens 
were deprived of the right of voting 
upon it, and over eighty thousand 
ignorant negroes were given the bal- 
lot to secure its adoption. It is no 
exaggeration to say that not one 
person in ten who voted for it could 
read the instrument, and not one in 
fifty had read it or was even moder- 
ately familiar with its provisions, 
and many gave it their support 
beleiving it would be merely tempo- 
rary, abd to escape further agitation 
and revolution. It is natural there- 
fore that a Constitution thus formed 
and adopted should be found unsuit- 
edt o our condition, and that we 
should embrace the earliest opportu- 
nity consistent with reason and pru- 
dence to secure such changes as time 
and experience have shown to be 
necessary. Our organic law should 
be expressed in language clear, sim- 
ple and perspicuous, so that nothing 
may be left to inference or construc- 
tion; our rights, so precisely defined 
as to be comprehended by ail men of 
ordinary intelligence; and each de- 
partment of the government should 
be so restricted, that while left free to 
discharge its appropriate duties, it 
cannot by unwarranted encroach- 
ments embarrass the proper action of 
the others. 

YHE CONSTITUTION UNSUITED TO OUR 
CONDITION. 

the Constitution contains 
some good provisions no one denies; 
it would be singular if it did not, 
but its abominable characteristics 
were so manifest that not a single 
Conservative ember of the Conven- 
tion that passed it could be induced 
to affix his signature to it, as a fit in- 
strument to be submitted to the peo- 
ple. Indeed its provisions are so loose- 
ty worded and so badly arranged as 
to constitute but a medley of incon- 
gistencies that defies the successful 
éonstruction of the courts; in fact, to 
reconcile the difficulties arising from 
its practieal workings,the court has in 
some instances been driven to supply 
omissions, and in others to intro- 
duce a new principle, hitherto un- 
known in the juridical history of our 
State, distinguished as ‘‘judicial leg- 
islation,”’ an innovation anti-repub- 
liecan in character and invasive of the 
rights and duties of aseparate depart- 
ment. Its provisions are so obscure 
that within the brief space of its ex- 
istence many more decisions on con- 
stitutional questions have been de- 
manded than in the entire previous 


have witnessed the extraordinary 
spectacle of two sets of judges in both 
the 2d and 8th Judicial Districts, 
contending for the same _ position. 
ove of which claiming to hold by ar 
appointment from the Governor fora 
period of ten years, an office that the 
Constitution seems to say is to be 
filled by the people at the polls, and 
whose term is expressed to be enly 
eight years. ; 

In many counties, there is a prac- 
tical denial of justice, the courts are 
inadequate to the public demands, 
and thus they are driven to resort to 
special terms, which are expensive 
and unsatisfactory, and persons ac- 
cused‘of criminal offenses are often 
confined for months without trial. 
We need a speedier justice and a less 
expensive judiciary system. We 


which is now filled by a mere cousu- 
mer; for only by a rigid and prudent 
economy in our public as well as pri- 
vate affairs, can we hope to restore 
the State to prosperity. It is believed 
that the laws will be more impartial- 
ly administered by a return tothe old 
practice of a rotation of the Judges. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE CRIMINAL 
LAW NECESSARY. 


Tt is also hoped that a greater in- 
centive to honesty and a purification 
of the ballot box might result from 
depriving those who are convicted of 
infamous crimes of the elective fran- 
chise. 

The matter of the Penitentiary 
which already contains more than 
six hundred able-bodied men, also 
demands careful and practical atten- 
tion, to remove in some measure that 
burden from our shoulders. Most of 
our private legislation should be ex- 
cluded from the General Assembly. 
However, our limited space does not 
permit us to catalogue the numerous 
defects and imperfections of the pres- 
ent constitution or to enumerate the 
remedies to be offered. 

There should be some general or- 
dinance adopted in relation to private 
enactments, thereby reducing the ex- 
penses of the Legislature, and in or- 
der to prevent hasty and inconsider-

CAREFUL SELECTION OF DELEGATES. 


As to the specific changes that 
ought to be made, these are to be con- 
sidered by the citizens of the various 
counties, who should be careful to se- 
lect as delegates those who will prop- 
erly reflect their wishes. Men of 
enlarged and practical statesman- 
ship, spotless integrity, representa- 
tives of all classes of society, and 
whose positions among them will en- 
title their labors to confidence 
and support—and in their hands 
they certainly can more safely con- 
fide their rights than in the Conven- 
tion of 1868. 


METHODS OF CHANGE. 


Of the two methods prescribed for 
changing the Constitution, that by 
legislative enactment is expensive, 
uncertain and dangerous; the several 
amendments recently submitted to 
and ratified by the people encoun- 
tered the greatest difficulties in their 
passage, and even after the will of the 
people was declared in their favor 
by over 40,000 majority, serious appre- 
hensions were entertained as to 
whether they were properly adop ‘ed; 
again, legislators when possessed of 
qualifications for such duties, are en- 
cnmbered with numerous matters, 
and cannot bring that attention to 


provision presented for consid- 


eration, without meeting such criti- 
cisms as may imperil their labors. 

The Convention method is speedy 
aud economical, the body is com- 
posed only of the same number of 
members as comprise the House of 
Representatives, and their minds are 
directed alone to constitutional re- 
forms and their work may be com- 
pleted and ratified, if necessary, in 
six months. As to the expenses that 
may be incurred, it is belieyed they 
will be more than defrayed in a short 
time by the reforms that will be in- 
augurated. 

The restrictions imposed by the 
Legislature, fully and amply secure 
the Homestead, Mechanies Lieu, 
Rights of married women, and Pre- 
sonal Liberty, and should quiet the 
fears of the most timid, for they are 
recognized as of binding efficacy and 
are chiefly enjoyed by the friends of 
constitutional reform. Indeed they 
were incorporated in the bill mainly 
to remove partizan clamor, and autic- 
ipate unscrupulous agitation. They 
are not the property of amere party, 
but, had their origin in the necesisties 
of civilized society and were found 
among the statutes of various States 
previous to the war. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF DELEGATES. 


It is useless, however, to seek to 
quiet the mere caviller; the keen op- 
ticsofsome persons defy all law.— 
The mere fact that the honor of the 
best men in the State is pledged to 


their preservation, should satis- 
fy every reasonable voter. This 
Convention is called pursu- 


unce of Jaw, and each delegate be- 
fore “‘he shall be permitted to sif, 
to be entitled to a seat in said Con- 
vention or act as a delegate thereto,’’ 
shall swear to observe these ‘‘restric- 
tions’’ (see acts 1874-5). Should a part 
comply and part refuseto take this 
oath, only those who obey the law 
are members of the body, nor are we 
without precedents; similar oath was 
required of the members of the ‘‘re- 
stricted Convention” of 1835,the same 
question was raised, and after debate 
all the members took the oath and ob- 
served the restrictions, and thatin a 
timeofhigh party excitement. In that 
discussion the distinguised Judge 
Gaston used the following language : 
“The State Legislature had indeed no 
authority to impose an oath upon the 
members of the Convention, but the 

ple had ratifled the act of the 
wegislature by choosing delegates 
under it. If we transcend the limits 
or refuse obedience to the conditions 
therein prescribed, we are not the 
Convention called by the people, but 
a self constituted body ;’’ these views 
were concurred in by Macon, Ed- 
wards, Morehead, and others. We 
will dismiss this subjeet, however, 
by calling attention to the able work 
of Judge Jamieson on ‘‘Constitution- 
al Conventions,’’ where,by argument 
and the cases cited by him in relation 
to this matter, he demonstrated that 
Conventions are bound to obey the 
restrictions imposed by the Leg- 
islature in the Act calling the Con- 
vention.
